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Historical Society to celebrate grand opening 


The Historians are throwing a 
birthday party on Saturday, April 26. 
This will be the Grand Reopening 
of the Hickman County Historical 
and Genealogical Society. A free 
brunch will be served from 10 a.m. 
to 12 noon at the Historical Society’s 
new building, located at 107 South 
Washington Street (former Farm 
Bureau Insurance building). 

Thirty years ago, Norma Jean 
Humphreys, Virginia Jewell, and a 


small band of history buffs established 
the Hickman County Historical and 
Genealogical Society. Their goal 
and dream were to build a place 
where people could research family 
histories and that would promote the 
proud history of Clinton and Hickman 
County. 

Due to the fact that in 1822, 
Hickman County was the first county 
to be established within the Jackson 
Purchase, the county became a 


crossroads for earlier settlers. These 
settlers built cities and purchased 
lands for farming. All of their records 
became official documents. 

The Hickman County Historical 
and Genealogical Society became a 
repository for many family records 
of birth and death, land holdings, and 
general history of the area. By 2013, 
the History Society held just over 
100,000 records and documents about 
Hickman County. 


Disaster struck the Historical 
Society when their three-story brick 
building collapsed early in 2013. 
Some estimated 30,000 bricks fell 
down as the building imploded. After 
100 years of fighting the elements, a 
series of hard winter storms finally 
took their toll. 

Because Hickman County was the 
first county in the Jackson Purchase, 
the Society maintains a record base 
of books, maps, photos, and official 


documents for researchers from 
around the nation and world. 

With the new building, the Society 
has more space for the 90,000 plus 
records that were saved from the 
collapsed former headquarters. 
By adding computers, specialized 
computer software, and a new 
website, the Society is ready not only 
for researching the past, but also for 
embracing the future.

Open Burning: Learn before you burn 


The Clinton Police Department has 
been contacted on several occasions 
concerning residents of Clinton 
burning garbage such as cans, glass, 
plastic, or other potentially hazardous 
waste materials. It is not illegal to burn 
household rubbish and trash normally 


accumulated in the course of ordinary 
everyday living if you take out the 
items listed above. 

“Our department receives as many 
as three to four complaints a week,” 
Clinton Police Chief Snapper Seaton 
stated. Seaton shared some general 


facts from the Division for Air Quality 
on open burning with the Hickman 
County Gazette, which is as follows. 

Some opening burning is legal 
with restrictions but many materials 
are illegal to bum. The Division for 
Air Quality can impose fines of up to 


$25,000 per day per violation of the 
law. Air pollution from open burning 
can cause asthma, emphysema, heart 
attacks, birth defects, nervous system 
damage, and other health problems. 
Children and the elderly are especially 
sensitive to the air pollution from open 


burning. 

The E.P.A has shown that open 
burning of garbage is the largest 
source of dioxins/furans from open 
burning end up in our water and soil.

STANDING. Stranding may 
be a good thing. It is patriotic 
to stand as we sing our national 
anthem. It was once good man¬ 
ners and respectful for a man 
to stand when a lady entered 
the room or to give her a seat;
